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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 . The applicant argues that the location of the 
mobile is not know/determined (pages 11-14) yet the examiner (and the art) both teach this "inherent" concept to cellular communications. 
The examiner uses the word "inherent" since the mobile's location is always known and stored in the HLR/VLR registers. Secondly, GPS 
and Triangulation techniques are used as well to determine an area or exact location. Thirdly, the applicant points out passages from the 
prior art showing a registration process (page 13) which inherently identifies the mobile's location as proximate to the serving BTS (NOTE: 
the claims do NOT specify to "what degree" the location is determined to, inches, feet, miles, etc), hence the prior art reads on the claim. 2. 
The next point to make is that the ability to compare location data (eg. geograhpical, BTS-ID, HLR/VLR or Network LAN Address data) is a 
straight-forward comparison and will allow one to determine where the mobile device is currently. Hence a mobile can then determine if the 
address of one device (eg. Gateway) is the same as the other device (eg. gateway) determined based on location (eg. the mobile is asking 
"I am located at XYZ coordinates and is this the G/W that I should be receiveing data from?"). 3. Lastly, the examiner invoked KSR case 
law which puts forth that one skilled would try obvious modifications, eg. location comparision checks to determine a G/W, to arrive at 
claimed inventive concept. 4. The examiner is not swayed by the applicant's remarks - a more favorable outcome may occur if the 
applicant amends with the novel material as pointed out by the examiner. 
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
